Urges Faithful Of 
U.S. To Respond 
To Bishops’ Plea 


Imparts Special Apostolic 
Blessing To All Who 
Help Drive For 5 Million 


His Holiness Pope Pius XII has 
addressed a cablegram to the 
Bishops of the United States in- 
forming them of the “truly consol- 
ing hope and ‘éncouragement” 
which their plans for a nation-wide 
drive for relief of victims of the 
recent war have brought to him. 
Addresed to the Most Rev. John T. 
MeNicholas, O. P., Archbishop of 
Cincinnati and Chairman of the 
Administrative Board of the Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence, the cablegram relays through 
the Bishops the Pontiff’s desire 
that all of the faithful in the Uni- 
ted States respond to the plea of 
the Hierarchy to relieve “the piti- 
able situation existing so generally 
amongst many people.” 


In concluding his brief comments 
Pope Pius XII imparts his special 
Apostolic Blessing to all who co- 
operate in the Bishops’ campaign. 


The Bishops’ campaign for war 
relief is to bé climaxed on March 
16, Laetare Sunday, when special 
collections wil] be taken in all of 
the parishes in the United States. 
A goal of $5,000,000 has been set, 
Children in the schools have also 
been asked by the Holy Father to 
contribute from their self-denial 
savings to help the starving chil- 
dren of the war ravished countries. 


The text of the cablegram sent 
to the Bishops of the nation reads 
as follows: 


“As a note of truly consoling 
hope and encouragement, amidst 
the saddening purusal of daily re- 
ports of widespread hunger, bitter 
suffering and want, there has come 
to us, in recent days, word of the 
decision reached by the Hierarchy 
of the United States to sponsor, 
again this year, amongst our he- 
loved children in America, a special 
appeal for an ever-greater partici- 
pation in our universal mission of 
mercy to the most abandoned and 
needy of God’s creatures. The as- 
surance of your continued and re- 
doubled support in this humanitar- 
ian effort, the necessity for which 
is daily becoming more manifest 
is. indeed, a source of profound 
satisfaction to us, aa we endeavor 
with the limited resources at our 
disposal to come to the. aid of the 
millions of victims of the recent 
world conflict, left in so desperate 
a state of harrowing uncertainty, 
misery and abject need. 


“This pitiable situation, existing 
so generally amongst many people, 
must ¢all forth the generous succor 
of the more fortunate members of 
their common humanity, especially 
on behalf of those homeless indi- 
viduals and separated families so 
cruelly dispossessed of their habit- 
ations and holdings, and dispersed 
far from 


their ent desire to 
assist us in our effort to extend to 
all without distinction the helping 
hand of sympathetic love.

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Text Of Radio Appeal By Pope To 
Youngsters In U. S$. Catholic Schools 
Opens ‘Save Starving Children’ Drive 


Vatican City, Feb. 19.—(Radio)—Following is the 
text of the radio address of His Holiness Pope Pius XII made 
to children in Catholic schools in the United States, which 
inaugurated the “Save Starving Children” campaign, a part 
of the 1947 Bishops’ Relief Committee appeal: 


. 


Our loving greeting to you, dear< 
children of the Catholic schools of 
America. You are more than 
2,000,000 strong in the elementary 
classes. Add to your number an- 
other half million of your older 
brothers and sisters in the high 
schools and colleges, and what a 
mass of testimony you present to 
the faith of your mothers and 
fathers, to their spirit of self-de- 
nial and generosity in safe-guard- 
ing that faith for you, their dear- 
est treasures. You can never 
thank your parents enough for 
sending you to your Catholic 
schools, where you are being 
taught how to become good citi- 
zens of your country and faithful, 
holy children of your Church. 


This is the first time We have 


r 


children from the street with all 
its evil and to provide for them a 
decent lodging and home, where 
they may be educated into honor- 
able and God-fearing citizens. But 
still more is needed. That is why 
your Bishops and priests, in their 
untiring generosity, are asking all 
to make yet one more effort to 
head off sickness and hunger und 
soul starvation from the homeless, 
kelpless, harried peoples of Eur- 
ope and Asia. And We have been 
told that you, dear boys and girls 
of the elementary schools, want to 
de your little part in this beautiful 
mission of mercy.

You are very happy in your beau- 
tiful schools, some small, some 
very big.

When school is 
over, you put on your warm over- 
coats, wrap up well and go out to 
play even in the snow, because 
your shoes and stockings are 
strong and protect you securely 
against the cold and wet. When 
evening comes, you will sit down 
to a warm supper that mother has 
prepared to make you grow up 
healthy and happy. 


But you must know that there 
are other millions of children here 
in Europe and out in the Far East, 
whose life is very different. They 
are young boys and girls just your 
age, and they too should be grow- 
ing up happy and healthy. In- 
stead, they are falling victims to 
dread disease. They are hungry, 
some of them are starving, and 
many of them are going to die so 
very young. They shiver in the 
cold, their clothes are thin and 
worn, many have only rags to 
cover their frail bodies, have no 
stockings, no shoes. And their 
mothers, who love them just as 
much as your mothers love you, 
can give them: a little bite to eat 
at the end of the day.- 

What is sadder? Thousands of 
these children have no fathers or 
mothers to take care of them. 
They died during the terrible war 
and these children now walk the 
city streets, wander over country 
reads little conscious of the perils 
around them, and at night must 
look for some shelter in ¢old cel- 
lars or are crowded together in 
rude barracks, only to begin an- 
other lonesome, aimless, dangerous 
day when the sun comes up 
again. 

And what dangers are awaiting 
them! There are often no attrac- 
tive schools for them. They are 
not taught, as you are, by devoted 
religious, Sisters and Brothers all 
the wonderful things about God; 
hew He created men for Himself; 
how He loves them and sent His 
only begotten Son to redeem them 
acd help them get to Heaven; how 
tney must love God, be good and 
obey the Commandments of God 
and all that the Church teaches 
them. They feel that they have 
been abandoned and how easily 
they learn to do what is very 
wrong. 

You remember that charming 
scene in the life of Jesus, when 
the children gathered around Him 
and would not let Him go, and 
some of His friends wanted to 
drive them away, but He said: no. 
let the children be, do not prevent 
them from céming to Me. And 
with love He laid His sacred hand 
upon their heads in blessing. 

Today the millions of suffering 
children are looking with appeal- 
ing eyes to the Vicar of Jesus. Let 
them come to Us; let no one hold 
them off. We love them with all 
the love of Christ, and We cannot 
rest so long as the pangs of hun- 
ger make them cry out for help 
end their immo souls are in 
peril of being set upon by the 
enemy of God.

T HOSE who have had anti-Catholicism served 

them from infancy almost as regularly as 
their daily bread-will scorn the very idea that 
America needs the Catholic Church. It is more 
difficult to cure a poisoned mind than a poisoned 
body—and the mind is poisoned when it is fed on 
untruths. Did not Christ Himself say: “You 
shall know the truth and the truth shall make 
you free?” See how free you can let your mind 
become just for a few moments so that we may 
reason with it. 

Communism is regarded as the greatest threat 
to our nation’s life today, but do you know of 
any religious body which is so uncompromisingly 
opposing Communism as is the Catholic? Do you 
know of any Catholic Communists? 

It is generally agreed that the fundamental 
doctrine of Christianity is the divinity of Christ.

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Cruelty Practiced In 


Spite Of Christianity 


Last in a series of articles

EFORE the coming of the white man and the 
white man’s law—which is based upon the 
Bible—before such men as David Livingstone, 
for instance—almost every part of Africa was 
the scene of tribal warfare, the most unspeak- 
able tortures, degradation hard to deseribe, and 
in many places cannibalism-of an appalling sort. 
The late Mr. Seabrook describes cannibalism of 
only a few years ago. But even better testimony 
is in Santie Sabalala’s In Kaffir Kraals, sketches 
written by a contemporary Fingo-Kaffir and ap- 
pearing in American and British publications. 
Apparently Hughes never heard of the “mas- 
sacre of the Laager,” where about two thousand 
Boers, old men, women and children—-who were 
trapped away from their men—were literally 
torn to pieces and subjected to the most abomin- 
able brutality by the Zulus. He probably does 
not know that prisoners of the cannibals were 
actually kept in pens for fattening, their limbs 
broken and submerged in water for several days 
before being killed, in order that the flesh might 
be more tender for eating. I have myself heard 
the natives singing an old song of a cannibal 
cult with the happy refrain: “This night is your 
night to bring your son,” The son was to be the 
meal! What changed all this? The coming of 
Christian law. I might also paraphrase Hughes 
and say, “It is safer today for a man alone in 
Africa wherever Christian law prevails than in 
a great American city where pagans defy the 
law!”

The ceremonies of the Sacrifice of the Mass at this period 
were net worked out in the same form in which we have them 
today; that was the work of years while the Church under the 
guidance of the Holy Spirit gradually enshrined the most sacred 
of her mysteries in the beautiful setting of Mass prayers and 
actions which we now use. But the essential parts of the Mass - 
by which the Body and Blood of Christ are sacrificed in an un- 
bloody manner for the glory of God and the salvation of the 


world were the same then as they are now, the same as they will 


always be. The place for offering Holy Mass was also different 
in those days. Since there were no churches, the celebration of 
the breaking of the bread had to take place in the homes of the 
Christians. The time for Mass was in the evening, because Our 
Lord had celebrated the first Mass at the Last Supper in the 
evening. sa |

Hughes would give: the 
impression that the horrors were imposed by 
Christian..teaching, that Christianity was re- 
sponsible for it, when his mere statement of the 
case proves that the true Christian was opposing 
un-Christian conduct with the utmost ardor, 
actually supported by Cardinals in Spain! Any- 
one with sense knows that the natives of Span- 
ish-America were exploited for gold.

But because few of us 
read Spanish, we are narrow-minded enough to 
accept the writings and traditions of English- 
men, at a period when all England hated Spain 
with an enduring hatred, as presenting the facts 
of the case.

Anyone with imagination may picture 
how the victims were pressed back in a bow, 
their hearts cut out with obsidian knives, their 
bodies flung down the scarp, the hearts retained 
to be eaten, while the carved stone channels of 
the high places flowed with human gore. 

Christianity changed that. Christiafity has, 
in fact, changed the whole face of the world, and 
for the better, in the unending struggle against 
injustice and evil. I’m for it. I’ve looked along 
the deep perspectives of history; I’ve walked and 
talked with men of every breed, with kings in- 
deed and crawling beggars; I have lived in war 
and famine, pestilence and prosperity; I’m fa- 
miliar with the petty arrogance of bureaucrats, 
the unhappy querulousness of labor, the silly 
pride of unmerited wealth, the cruel wanton 
hatred of stupidity. And recently here in Wash- 
ington I have been in a veritable Sargasso Sea 
of better plans for better living—which is won- 
derful because it makes so clear that there never 
has been conceived by man a better plan than 
this simple Christian precept:

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practice of the Apostles; if He had, He most certainly would not 
have given them the power to perform miracles in confirmation of 
their way of life, for a miracle is an evident divine sign of ap- 
proval. And so, the facts are clear: God does not permit us to 
do what He did permit the Apostles to do. Nor does God have 


to give us a reason for what He does; if the command is from 
Him, that is all we really need to know. 

On the other hand, I think we can get at least some idea of 
the reason for this command of Divine Providence. Let’s re- 
member always that when God deals with men, in His infinite 
goodness and mercy, He deals with them in a human manner. You 
might say that He tempers His action so as to suit it to the de- 
mands of our weak nature. Now, abrupt changes of one’s ways of 
living, of thinking, of acting are most difficult to make; some- 
times, with only human powefs to help us, they are impossible. 
Just think of the difficulty of making a change in the way of 
living that a man has been following all his life long—the only 
way of living he has ever known. Now, if it were essentially 
wrong, God would give the strength beyond human power to 
make the necessary change. But suppose it isn’t wrong; suppose 
it is just less perfect, less good. Then God lets a man work it 
out gradually with the help of divine grace, accommodated and 
suited to the limitations of our nature. 

MR. J: I saw that in the case of my own conversion, Father. 

FATHER S: Very.good, then. Now let’s go a little further. 
The Law of Moses was the Law which Almighty God Himself 
gave to Moses on Mount Sinai. It was a divine Law that was 
given not as the final Law of God’s Kingdom, but as a temporary 
regulation of the Israelite people to lead them to the coming 
Messias. The Mosaic Law itself, therefore, could never be evil, 
for it is the Law which came from God. And now do you re- 
member what Our Lord said about the relation of His teaching 
to the Mosaic Law? 

MR. J: I think so, Father. He said that He had come to 
perfect the Law, not to destroy it. 

FATHER S: Exactly. In the Old Law, God had revealed to 
men a way of life that was suited to their condition then. When 
Christ came, He perfected that Law by eliminating all the im- 
perfections that were tolerated by God because of the weakness of 
men; He gave men a fuller knowledge of the divine life and of 
supernatural things than they had had in the Old Testament; and 
He set up the Christian religion in which are found all the divine 
el*ments of the Old Law, perfected and completed by the new 
Revelation. 

Now, let’s see how this applies to, the situation in the early 
Church. It was necessary for the Jewish people to see that Chris- 
tianity is not the denial of Judaism, but its perfection. They 
must come to understand that Jesus of Nazareth is not the enemy 
of their Law, but the Messias promised by that Law. This was 
not an easy thing to do, particularly because of the popular ideas 
of a temporal Messias. The best way of bringing this idea home 
to the Jews was for the Apostles and early faithful to show their 
honor and respect for the Old Law by frequenting the Temple and 
keeping the Old Law, while at the same time they preached Jesus 
of Nazareth as the Messias and followed His precepts. 

MR. J: That’s very reasonable, Father. But why doesn’t 
that apply now if it applied then? 

FATHER S: Because the change of circumstances makes it 
impossible to tolerate it any longer., After the Gospel had been 
preached to the Jews, they openly and persistently rejected Jesus 
as the Messias. And they continued to use the Old Law as their 
open refusal of belief that the Messias had come and had given 
the New Law in place of the Old. Before the Jewish nation as a 
whole rejected Christ, it was possible for the Christians to prac- 
tice the Law in order to lead the Jews to Christ; after the apostasy 
of the nation, however, it would have amounted to approval of that 
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alms. The Apostles didn’t have any money, but they gave him 
something much better. They cured him immédiately. He got up 
and began to walk and jump in his joy at being cured. And he 
kept praising God. The people were surprised to see him walking 
around, because they all knew he had been a cripple from birth. 
Then a large crowd gathered around Peter and John, and Peter 


‘began to speak to them.

“The lameness of the man included probably a partial 
paralysis, since he could not walk at all, but had to be carried.

No. While the Catholic Church 
defends the theory that union of 
Church and State is desirable 
where most of the people are Cath- 
olics, the fact is that close union of 
Church and State exists chiefly in 
non-Catholic countries. The Ortho- 
dox Church is comprised of seven- 
teen national units, and is a State 
Church in practically all of these 
countries. The Church of England 
(Anglican) is a State Church. In 
Norway, Sweden, Denmark, the 
Lutheran Church is a State Church. 
Germany until the end of the first 
world war had a union of the 
State with a Protestant Church. 

There is no union of Church and 
State in Italy, France, Belgium, 
Austria, rg ots and other coun- 
tries where Catholics greatly pre- 
dominate. 


Let us take Portugal as an ex- 
ample, where 938% of the people 
are Catholic. In that country there 
is separation of Church and State 
but friendly cooperation. This was 
well expressed recently by Portu- 
gal’s Cardinal. He noted: 

“The State does not determine 
religion or morals, nor does the 
Church determine politics, but each 
has its own work in its own order 
prey claiming to patronize the 
other.” 


The Cardinal’s address is par- 
ticularly important in view of the 
mounting criticism of Portugal’s

“New State,” created and governed 
under the virtual dictatorship of 
Premier Antonio de Oliveira Sala- 


zar during the last sixteen years, 
since it clearly defines the position 
of the Church in regard to the Por- 
tuguese regime. In it he stressed 
that the Church as such has no 
business to take the lead either in 
opposing or defending the “New 
State.” Declaring that that is the 
“concern of Caesar” and does not 
pertain to the Church, he distih- 
guished the general moral prin- 
ciples which are properly the con- 
cern of the Church: “To affirm 
and defend the moral principles 
which ‘should inspire any regime 
regarding truth, justice and the 
good, such as respect for the rights 
of God, the guarantee of the lib- 
erty of the Church, the consecra- 
tion of the human person, defense 
of a bag liberties, the sense of 
morality and law, protection of the 
weak and poor, international co- 
operation.” 

The greater part of the address 
was devoted to showing the inde- 
pendence of the Portuguese Church 
from the Salazar regime. Viewing 
the issue from the constitutional 
aspect, Cardinal Goncalves. did 
not hesitate to affirm that “the re- 
lation between the two powers is 
defined as a separation of Church 
and State.”

the term “separation” is so unusual 
in continental Europe as to be re- 
volutionary in its implications. Be- 
cause of historical circumstances 
the term “separation” as applied 
to the relation between urch 
and State has come to be practical- 
ly synonomous in continental Eu- 
rope with the idea of the antagon- 
ism of the State towards religion. 


+ That the Cardinal is well aware of 


this heritage is evident from the 
fact that he immediately adds that 
“this does not mean that the State 
is anti-Christian”. In other words, 
the Portuguese Cardinal is .at- 
tempting to introduce in a con- 
tinental setting the Amertcan us- 
age of the term, where “separa- 
tion” means only the independence 
of the two powers without connot- 
ing in any way their antagonism. 

Constitutionally, the Portuguese 


State is, according to the Cardinal, |’ 


“a typical example of a ‘secular 
State’.” He noted that he pre- 
ferred this designation rather than 
that of ‘lay State’, inasmuch as the 
latter “has an_ anti-Christian 
sense.” As proof of the “secular” 
character of the Portuguese State 
and of its “separation” from the 
Church, he pointed out that “the 
Church does not receive the least 
subsidy from the State save for 
the overseas missions which are 
rightly considered a national in- 
terest—, and the Clergy do not 
have any political privilege and do 
not as such exercise any political 
influence.” Religious education in 
the schools is not a denial of the 
secular character of the State, the 
Cardinal went on to say. The 
Constitution provides that public 
education shall be based upon “the 
teaching and moral traditions of 
the country”. Since Portugal is 
93.1% Catholic, according to the 
most recent census, it is not sur- 
prising, the Cardinal said, that the 
education is Catholic “depending 
on the will of the country”. 


For these reasons, the Portu- 
guese Cardinal denounces as ab- 
surd the charge that Portugal is 
a “clerical State”. He declares 
that the only reason for the charge 
must lie in the fact that the Church 
does not oppose the New State. 
Pointing out that such action would 
in truth involve the church in 
politics, he concludes that “the mis- 
sion of the Church is neither to de- 
fend nor to combat the New State 
... but to realize freely its divine 
mission”. As long as it is indeed 
free to pursue this mission, “it 
will leave to Caesar the things that 
are Caesar’s”. The Cardinal points 
out that his clergy are advised “to 
abstain from political action, which 
is their right and many times their

NE hundred and three years 
ago on the Feast of Our Lady 
cf Mount Carmel, the Sisters of 
the Holy Cross arrived in Bert- 
rand, Michigan, to lay the foun- 
cation of our present Saint Mary’s 
Academy. Although the begin- 
nings were small, by the time the 
first diplomas were awarded in 
1848, fifty boarders had been en- 
rolled. When one reads that Fa- 
ther Badin, who was the first 
riest to be ordained in the United 
tates, taught religion to the 
pupils at Bertrand, she can under- 
stand and appreciate more readily 
the noble heritage which enriches 
the life of every Saint Mary’s 
graduate. 

In the year of 1855 it was de- 
cided to move Saint Mary’s to a 
new site. A plot of ground of 185 
acres was purchased near the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame, and on the 
Feast of the Assumption of Our 
Lady, August 15, 1855, the acad- 
emy moved to South Bend. 

With the establishment of the 
college, the two educational units 
carried on together. All activities 
were shared, in fact, the academy 
did not have its commencement in- 
dependent of the college until 1914.

Rin year Saint Mary’s Acad- 
emy has enrolled eight of us 
irls from Latin America; five are 
rom Mexico, two from Ecuador, 
and one from Curacao, Dutch West 
Indies. Our purpose for coming to 
the United States is to get ac- 


quainted with the people, to learn 


the American Way of life,«and to 
be able to speak the English lan- 
guage fluently. We imagine you 
are wondering why we chose this 
articular school so far from home. 

e came here beeause Saint 
Mary’s Academy is so well known 
throughout the Latin American 
countries and especially in Mexico 
(Saint Mary’s reputation is for 
her scholastic standing, not for her 
nearness to the University of 
Notre Dame). 

Our school system is a little 
different from yours. In Mexico we 
have six years of grammar school 
and three years of high school. 
Although there are fewer years of 
study than in the United States, 
we have to take many more sub- 
jects in order to graduate. 

The summer schools in Mexico 
are very popular. They are at- 
tended each year by girls from 
Canada and from various cities in 
the United States. 

Although we have had several

Paris, Feb. 24—(NC)—*“ ‘It will 
either be you or us,’ a communist 
once said to me, I feel certain that 
it will be us.” Francois Mauriac, 
internationally famous French au- 
thor, expressed this note of op- 
timism in a statement made here 
at the request of the Vatican radio 
station. 

“A Catholic,” he affirmed, “knows 
that he travels upon a ship that, 
even amidst the worst storms, shzll 
never flounder. In the face of 
Marxist materialism, the Catholic 
Church stands as the truth, outside 
of all class interests, independent 
of all philosophy, of all human sys- 
tems.” 

“Two cities meet each other on a 
clearly-drawn battlefield,” he de- 
tailed speaking metaphorically. “On 
the Christian side; I believe that 
the Catholic Church is called, more 
and more, to gather within it all 
militant forces. This will take 
centuries, perhaps. But who knows, 
it is within God’s province to 
quicken the movement of unity, 
the concentration into one army 
around one leader of all the scat- 
tered troops.” 

“At the moment, Germany, Italy, 
France and Belgium, to speak 
specifically of peoples who were en- 
emies a short time ago, will find it 
possible to resume effective con- 
tact only upon the ground of Cath- 
olicism,” he maintained. : 


“Europe will emerge once more, 
if she remains a Christian con- 
tinent,” the writer declared, “There 
is no need to tell with what deep 
feeling I believe in such a resur- 
rection. It is bound to an inalter- 
able trust in the Church, mother of 
all mankind.”

Mr. Campbell came to Antigon- 
ish about 10 days before, having 
first visited the United States. 
Regarding Nova Scotia as a vital 
outpost of Gaeldom, he has long 
been interested in this part of the 
world. In 1932 he had visited the 
Gaelic-speaking parts of Nova 
Scotia, at that time being newly- 
down from Oxford where he had 
been a student under Prof. John 
Fraser, head of the Department of 
Gaelic Studies. In 1937 he return- 
ed to Nova Scotia, accompanied by 
Mrs. Campbell, and spent six 
weeks in the Diocese of Antigon- 
ish, Mr. Campbell then making 
several score recordings of Gaelic 
songs. 


Mr. Campbell became proprietor 
ot the Isle of Canna in 1938. 
Though Canna has fallen far from 
its old-time importance in the 
matter of manpower it is of some 
consequence in the Scots sheep- 
raising industry. About six miles 
in length, its population was once 
300; today only 40 people live 
there. They have lost touch with 
their cousins and descendants who 
emigrated from Canna within the 
past century. Mr. Campbell is 
eager to learn the whereabouts of 
such descendants.

feet planted firmly on the ground, 
the philosopher must have an in- 
stinct for logic. Where a sentence 
strikes him as being muddy, he 
must have the stubbornness to read 
it and read it again, to tear it to 
shreds, to analyze, parse, and dia- 

am it and then, if understanding 
ails to follow, he can begin to 
suspect that the author under 
study is a bit daft. 


Both Are Necessary 


But logic must go hand in hand 

with common sense, for not all 
screwball philosophers are illogical. 
Some of them are as logical as 
arithmetic. They just get off on 
the wrong foot. “Black is white,” 
one of these will gay, and then set 
out solemnly to construct a mag- 
nificent philosophical system on 
just that false principle—covering 
istory, ethics, economics, sociol- 
ogy, and the whole realm of 
thought. As Msgr. Matthew Smith 
put it recently, such a one is like 
a man who starts buttoning his 
coat wrong. He misses the first 
button, but fastens all the others. 
All the buttons are accounted for 
—except the first—and the result 
is a lopsided monstrosity. 

Chesterton points out somewhere 

that the insane have a genius for 
this sort of thing. They run by 
rigid logic, which would be com- 
mendable if it weren’t that their 
logic is based on the assumption 
that this particular man is Na- 
poleon, for instance, in which case 
the patient insists on surrounding 
himself with all the grandeur and 
rotocol befitting i mperial 
ajesty. 

One thing is certain: philoso- 
hers or not, we must make an ef- 
ort to get inside Marxism and see 

what makes it tick. The system 
is loaded with plausibility. It 
couldn’t otherwise attract so many 
intelligent people. But that must 
not tempt us to accept it, for 
Marxian logic—and there is plen- 


ty of it—is the logic of the mad- 
house. Marx gets off on the 
wrong’ foot. He starts with the 
wrong button. Like a pretended 
Napoleon, he simply assumes what 
is not true. 


Falacy of Materialism 


His basic mistake is what philos- 
ophers call “Materialism.” Don’t 
be afraid of the word. It covers 
the false idea that nothing exists 
but matter—i.e. what can kick- 
ed, thumped, tasted, sniffed, heard, 
or seen. There simply is nothing 
beyond what we can see. 


“Have you ever seen an angel? 

No? Then don’t be so silly as to 
imagine there are such things. 
Have you ever been to heaven? 
Then what makes you think there 
is such a place? Show me your 
God and I'll accept Him. You can’t 
show Him to me? Then how do you 
expect me to imagine there is 
such a being ?”—and so they go on, 
posing as plain blunt people with 
a monopoly on hard-headed com- 
mon sense, far superior to the su- 
perstitious people around them. 
- How do they account for the 
universal fact of Religion? Marx 
interpreted it in terms of produc- 
tion and demand. Production has 
never been able to meet the de- 
mands of the whole population. 
But the people who can’t get all 
they want—whatever they may 
want—are unhappy. wpe imagine 
for themselves a place where they 
will be able to get all they want— 
and lo and behold! Their idea of 
heaven! They use this little product 
of wishful thinking to take their 
minds off their present unhappiness 
and, in that sense, they dope them- 
selves with Religion as a sort of 
opiate. It is thus that Marx called 
Religion the opium of the people. 
Present day Communists go far- 
ther and speak of Religion as a 
tool craftily used by priests and 
employers to exploit people for 
their own benefit. The priest 
gets a fat living out of it, and the 
employer has a race of contented 
wage slaves. For does not Re- 
ligion teach non-resistance, turn 
the other cheek, be content with 
your state of life, etc.? 

See how likely it sounds? Unless 
we kept both feet on the ground, 
a glib talker could get us all un- 
settled in our convictions. And 
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aura of reality and common sense. 
Marx pointed to the day when 
troduction would equal demand. 
hat would be heaven and it would 
be achieved sooner or later right 
here on earth. 


Horsehair On Catgut 


The best refutation of material- 
ism, I think, is its definition of 
violin music as “The scraping of 
a horse’s tail across four strings 
of cat-gut.” And that’s precisely 
what it is, in terms of the mate- 
rial. The bow is horsehair rubbed 
with resin, and the strings are cat- 
gut or wire. 


If there is anything more than 
that to violin-music, it is non-ma- 
terial. But there is much more 
than that to violin-music. Ergo, 
there is something non-material in 
this. world. Ergo, it is wrong to 
say that matter is everything and, 
ergo, dear reader, Marx was all 
wet on his very first statement. 
Therefore his system, however 
logical it may be from there on 
out, is cracked. It’s buttoned 
askew. Where Marx says there 
is nothing but matter in the uni- 
verse, he is on a par with the 
insane patient clearing his throat 
and announcing quite solemnly 
that he is Napoleon re-incarnate. 

Let’s get back to our violin. 
What do we have in violin-music 
that exceeds the scraping of horse- 
hair across catgut? sh 

We have a vibrant tone, rising 
and swelling. It is what we call 
a melody—not what a child gets 
when he saws away in play—this 
is a series of tones connected in 
what we perceive to be an order- 
ly way, with a beginning, a middle, 
and an end. 

Three people have been at work, 
the man who wrote the music, the 
man now playing, and the one 
listening. 

The composer had an idea. Let’s 
stop there: “idea” is something 
that can’t be pinched, weighed, or 
tasted. It’s non-material. This 
idea was not a mental picture such 
as we get when we think of Tru- 
man or Greer Garson. It was 
more likely the summing up of 
a mood—exaltation, melancholy, or 
piety; it could not be pictured. But 
it was real none the less. The

The composer has the peculiar 
power of describing his ideas in 
tones which he knows will induce 
sympathetic listeners to feel just 
as he felt at the moment. So he 
gets to work with pen and ink 
and sets down a lot of mystifying 
circles, dots, and pothooks. 


Silent Music 


The violinist looks over his 
shoulder. “A masterpiece!” he 
exclaims. How does he know? No 
one sang, or played, or whistled. 
The violinist studies the paper in 
silence. Evidently he hears the 
music. But where? How? No 
one else hears it. He translates 
those circles, dots, and pothooks 
into tones within himself. He has, 
perhaps, a full symphony orches- 
tra playing inside him. He hears 
it. His face flushes with pleasure. 
His foot marks time. He hums a 
snatch of tune. A finger drums 
the beat on the table. 

Where is that music playing? In 
his kidneys, perhaps?—or in his 
pituitary gland? Nonsense. You 
can't crowd ninety men into two 
kidneys! 

It’s non-material, therefore not 
subject to space. It’s in the man 
all right, but it’s in his mind, the 
Spiritual (non-material) mechan- 
ism that works on the results of 
our everyday experience to give 
us non-material ideas, which in 
turn we link together to form 
judgments or thought. 

The violinist has caught the 
mood of the composer. He trans- 
lates the notes into sound (merely 
horsehair scraping catgut, on 
Marx’s premise). We listen, and 
find ourselves sad, joyful, or ex- 
hilarated according to the mood of 
the eompenar. 

“That,” the Communist :

Notre Dame, Ind—Scientists 
from the University of Notre Dame 
will icipate in the Argonne Na- 
tio Laboratory for atomic re- 
search and development to be es- 
tablished in Du Page County, Ili- 
nois, 26 miles southwest of Chi- 
cago, according to Dr. Farrington 
Daniels, Chairman of the Board of 
Governors of the Laboratory. 

The Argonne National Labora- 
tory is the successor to the war- 
time Metallurgical Laboratory of 
the famous Manhattan Engineer 
District, which helped perfect the 
atom bomb. Dr. William Hamill, 
Professor of Chemistry at Notre 
Dame, conducted research for the 
Laboratory from September, 1946, 
to February 1, 1947, and Dr. Law- 
rence Powers, Professor of Biology, 
started a one year’s leave of ab- 
sence from the University last Sep- 
tember to participate in the pro- 


gram. 

The Rev. Henry Bolger, C.S.C., 
head of the Department of Physics 
at Notre Dame, is directing the 
work of a group of brilliant young 
scientists at Notre Dame who have 
been actively engaged in atomic 
research for a number of. years. 
Among them are Dr. Bernard 
Waldman, Professor of Physics at 
Notre Dame, who was associated 
with the Los Alamos {New Mexico) 
atomic ss project, and Dr.
